nually for rural electrification. 


An address prepared by John 


E. Rankin, Democratic represen- 
tative of Missouri, was read by 
Lincoln, and suggested Ohio farm- 
ers draw upon the facilities of the 
TVA. 
It was pointed out the 


greater part of the state is with- 
in the 35 miles radius the TVA 
may serve. 


The return of any real prosp- 


erity Rankin wrote, was dependent 
upon the rehabiliation of farms 
and farm homes.

The economic loss from

traffic toll was estim ated at ap ­ 
p rox im ately 535,000,000 by hig h­ 
way dep artm ent eng ineers.

GLASS' PART IN WAR LOANS NEXT TO 


BE DISCLOSED BY MUNITIONS 


PROBE 


'ASH 1NGTON— When Senator 
Glass 


of Virginia heaped vitriolic abuse on 


the youthful head of Senator Nye, last 
week, he may not have been motivated en- 
tirely by the lofty purpose of championing 
the name of Woodrow Wilson. 


Senator Glass may or may not have 


known what the Munitions Investigation 
which he tried to silence was preparing to 
reveal. 


In the files of Senator Nye's Munitions 


Committee is recorded the fact that Car- 
ter Glass, as Secretary of the Treasury un- 
der Woodrow Wilson, waived collateral on 
$•194,000,000 on French and British war 
loans held by the Treasury. 


It should be remembered that the pro- 


ceedings under criticism were conducted in 
wartime when details of 
$494,000,000 


were subordinated to the central idea of 
defeating Germany, and it is likely that 
the whole administration was in on the 
arrangements that Carter Glass made. 


Tlie loans originally were held by J. P. 


Morgan and Company, 
whom 
Senator 


Glass has so consistently defended. When 
held by Morgan, however, the loans were 
secured. 


Later, when the United States entered 


the war, the two loans — $294,000,000 to 
the British and 
$200,000,000 
to 
the 


French — were passed on to the Treasury 
by Morgan. 


Mr. Morgan admitted to the Munitions 


Committee that the Treasury was entitled 
to this collateral, but since his testimony 
the committee has unearthed the fact that 
the Treasury never got it. 


There remain some skeptics who doubt 


whether Joe Louis can "take it." Such a 
suspicion always veils the chap who spe- 
cializes in "dishing it out." 


LOAN DUMPING 


It has also unearthed some highly in- 


teresting facts regarding the manner in 
which these private bankers' loans were 
dumped on to the Treasury. 


Upon American entrance into the War, 


Congress authorized the Wilson • Adminis-

And 
in making rules, every care should

mind. Basketball is a fine game.
